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NAVAL AVIATION BEFORE HOUSE COMMITTEE. 
Captain Craven Describes Needs of Air Service. 

Capt. T. T. Craven, U.S.N., Director of Naval Avia- 
tion, gave the House Committee on Naval Affairs in a 
hearing on Jan. 17, a general survey of aviation in the 
Navy in which he laid emphasis on the essentials of air 
operations with the Navy as they differ from land opera- 
tions. Captain Craven described what was being done 
to attack the problem of the design of a machine for 
operations at sea which he declared was distinct and 
separate from that involved in the design of land ma- 
chines. Certain principles must be embodied in machines 
to be used from ships, and in attaining the strictly naval 
type there were five essentials. 

The first of these essentials, he said, is flotation to 
provide reasonable safety for the pilot and for the ma- 
chine. Unless flotation is supplied which insures rea- 
sonable safety, the development of the tactics of avia- 
tion for naval purposes will not proceed, as the com- 

mander-in-chief and the commanding officers of vessels 
employing aircraft will not wish to hazard the aviation 
personnel in developing the tactical usefulness of aviation 
in time of peace and in studying the tactical employment 
of this arm. An effort to compromise the land type of 
plane by fitting it with air bags for work over water has 
not been satisfactory as a means for fulfilling naval re- 
quirements. A second quality essential for naval planes 
is ruggedness and dependability, capable of being easily 
and quickly taken down and assembled and, when taken 
down, capable of compact stowage. The conveyance of 
planes on the decks or turrets of ships adds one more 
burden to the load carried by the captain of a naval unit. 
Planes carried on decks or turrets are very much in the 
way and one can not expect to find planes in general use 
from various types of ships until machines have appeared 
which can be taken down easily and stowed inboard in a 
way in which they do not interfere with ship activities. 
Metal may be the material for assisting us to obtain this 
characteristic. 

The third attribute to be incorporated in a naval 
plane is ability to fly from a vessel, either directly or 
assisted, and to land on the deck of a vessel or in the 
water. The necessity for this is self-evident and it is 
essential that planes may get away from the ship with a 
very short run, or that a machine such as a catapult be 
supplied by which they may be projected into the air. 

A fourth attribute is low landing speed. The closer 
the speed of a plane approaches the speed of the ship 
upon which she desires to land, the easier a landing be- 
comes upon the deck of such a vessel. A plane with an 
excessively high landing speed can not land upon the 
deck of a carrier. : 

“Having accepted these four characteristics as essen- 
tials,” said Captain Craven, “we then have a fifth which 
must be included in order that a machine carried by 
ships may serve a useful end. Such a plane must be 
capable of conveying and of usefully applying military 
power. This involves performance, ability to communi- 
cate, and the employment of weapons. It is evident that 
these characteristics can not be secured without sacrifice 
to some degree of the high performances now given to 
the plane of purely a land type, but the Navy must ac- 
cept this penalty in the aviation arm as it does in all 
the arms conveyed in surface and sub-surface vessels. 
The naval problem is far from solution and the time 
for standardization in so far as naval types are concerned 
is far in the future. Development of naval planes ean 
only be carried on experimentally, and it is of vital im- 
portance that the operator and the designer work closely 
hand in hand. Standardization is as yet impossible. 
The position to combine the production of machines for 
the Army and the Navy therefore is illogical and can 
only result in delaying the naval branch in its effort 
to acquire the apparatus which will permit it to definitely 
give to aviation the place belonging to it in naval 
affairs.” 

Relative to steps to be taken for the procurement of 
new types of machines in order to attack directly the 
Navy’s problem, Captain Craven recommended the en- 
couragement of designers to develop planes suitable for 
naval purposes, through competition or otherwise; of 
manufacturers to produce planes incorporating the five 
essential requirements; the improvement and augmenta- 
tion of the experimental facilities of the Navy aircraft 
factory and the enlargement of the technical designing 
force; the investigation and purchase abroad of any 
types of aircraft which seemingly are well adapted for 
our purposes. Lack of technical designers has been 
felt keenly, particularly as many Reserve officers, who 
were employed in work of this nature, have left the 
Serviee. He added: “It is earnestly hoped that the 
limitations in regard to the amount appropriated for 
classified and technical employees may be increased in 
order to permit the Navy to proceed with the important 
work in hand.” 

Aviation as a Fleet Activity. 


There had beer a constant effort, said Captain Craven, 
to make aviation a fleet activity, but difficulty had been 
experienced because of the absence of vessels capable of 
adequately caring for aviation interests. Had not ~-the 
mine layers Shawmut and Aroostook been with the U.S. 
Atlantic and Pacific Fleets, naval aviation would have 
been compelled to base its efforts wholly on shore. In 
addition to these two mother ships for large airplanes, 
two destroyers had been loaned to the fleets as tenders 
for groups of flying boats of the NC type, and in the 
Atlantic Fleet a mine sweeper has also assisted as a 
tender. Four battleships in each fleet have been fitted 
to convey planes, each equipped with two heavier-than- 
air machines which have been flown from turrets. Kite 
balloon divisions have been organized to continue the de- 
velopment of kite-balloon operations with each fleet. 
“While material progress has been made with fleet avia- 
tion,” said Captain Craven, “it must be clearly under- 
stood that without the conveniences and the machines 
permitting the development of aviation afloat with mini- 
mum of effort and inconvenience to ships, the progress 
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of molding aviation into the Naval Establishment afloat 
necessarily will be slow. I believe I am correct in stat- 
ing that the difficulties for the sailor who flies are much 
greater than those of the flier over land as is the case of 
all of the other highly technical operations which a sea- 
man undertakes by comparison with the work of the 
soldier.” 

Sketching the war development of aviation, Captain 
Craven stated that “the supremacy of land aviation put 
its stamp upon naval thought and until now the effort 
had been to improvise for naval purposes machines and 
tactics developed primarily for use over land. Those 
who are unfamiliar with naval subjects and the naval 
problem can not understand that the type of machine to 
be employed from ships cannot be the same as that best 
employed from land, for this idea is in direct opposition 
to the view that a united air service is either practicable 
or desirable. The aviation service which the Navy must 
have to-day is an arm which will assist it to defeat the 
enemy at sea. This is the paramount, present-day es- 
sential, a purely naval one and which the Navy alone is 
competent to handle.” Funds for experimental work 
should not be curtailed, he said, and he advised that 
pending development of machines best adapted for use 
from shipboard aircraft now available should be supplied 
in sufficient quantity to permit the development of or- 
ganization and the skill of personnel. 

Personnel for Naval Aviation. 

The estimate of aviation personnel for the fiscal 
year 1922, he said, was about 800 officers and 7,000 men 
in the Navy, 124 officers and 1,100 men in the Marine 
Corps. There are now 631 officers on aviation duty, in- 
cluding 362 aviators and fifty-three student aviators. The 
Navy has sixty pilots on an enlisted status, and about 
7,200 enlisted men on aviation duty, 3,000 of whom are 
in training. Fifteen officers and forty-five enlisted men 
are in England in connection with the rigid dirigible 
under construction for the Navy which, he said, would 
probably make the passage across the Atlantic early in 
July, when the hangar at Lakehurst, N.J., would be 
completed. The aviation mechanics’ school at Great 
Lakes he believed was the leading manual training school 
in the world, and recommended the erection of a hangar 
there, saying that Reserve officers should have facilities 
for continuing their flying exercises at that point. The 
shortage of personnel made it necessary to place the air 
stations at Chatham and Cape May on an inactive basis. 
He described the activities at Rockaway, at Hampton 
Roads, the schools at Pensacola and at San Diego, and 
emphasized the importance of the small station at Coco 
Solo, C.Z., in insuring protection of the Panama Canal. 
It is expe ted that the station at Pearl Harbor, Hawaii, 
will soon be under way. Estimates for air stations had 
been based on actual performances in the past year, and 
the fund of $1,000,000 for experimental work he believed 
to be the minimum, but this sum would be covered in the 
total of $35,000,000 recommended for aviation for 1922. 
The increase of $125,000 asked for drafting, clerical and 
technical services was required to retain adequate techni- 
cal assistance. 

Development of Air Equipment. 

The conversion of the collier Jupiter into an airplane 
carrier, to be named Langley, will be completed this 
spring. The conversion of a merchant vessel into the 
tender Wright will be delayed many months because of 
difficulties met by the contractor. The development of 
the torpedoplane had been taken up and the Bureau of 
Ordnance is anxious to have aviation facilities provided 
at the torpedo station at Newport. No money is re- 
quested for seaplanes since the war-stock will be avail- 
able for another eighteen months. A total of sixty- 
seven heavier-than-air planes for the Navy and sixty-one 
for the Marine Corps was considered a conservative num- 
ber, Captain Craven declared, and it would seem impos- 
sible for the Navy to do anything with fewer of this 
type. The giant seaplane under construction should be 
continued. Lighter-than-air activities had everywhere 
been much curtailed and the operations with kite bal- 
loons are attended with serious difficulties. 

“The war,” said Captain Craven, “definitely deter- 
mined the airship to be primarily a naval unit. The 
rigid airship has a wide cruising radius and an ability 
to stay in the air a long time. Owing to excellent vis- 
ibility and weather conditions prevailing in the Pacific 
and West Indian areas, rigids would be of tremendous 
value in event of war to a fleet operation in these the- 
aters. The small non-rigids requested will always be 
useful for coastal work in time of war and are valuable 
as training units for lighter-than-air personnel. During 
the present year we will have one rigid in operation and 
one building in this country. We cannot expect ex- 
haustive efforts to study the usefulness of rigids for 
naval work with only two ships of this character, and 
it is to be hoped that the Congress will see fit to con- 
tinue our development along this line.” He stated to 
Representative Hicks, chairman of the sub-committee on 
aviation, that development of the five essentials was in 
charge of the Bureau of Construction and Repair, and 
great interest was taken in them. The Navy’s progres- 
sive course had attracted experts from abroad who had 
new material to sell, and machines had been bought in 
England and Italy from which it was hoped to develop 
progressive improvements. Captain Craven emphasized 
the fact that the development of metal for use in aircraft 
must be intensive. 

Comdr. Jerome C. Hunsaker, U.S.N., Bureau of Con- 
struction and Repair, stated that two American firms 
had produced duralumin equal to that used by German 
aircraft manufacturers. As to the monoplane type of 
the Germans, he said they hit on it for commercial pur- 


* poses, as its advantage was absence of bracing, allowing 


the plane to slide through the air at greater speed than 
the biplane with the same engine power. The Navy is 
experimenting with a monoplane to be flown from ships 
and two torpedo monoplanes under construction. 

Mr. Hicks pointed out that the General Board recom- 
mended seventeen battleships to be kept in commission 
and asked if it was intended to fly aircraft from all of 
them. Captain Craven said it was not and that the four 
ships of each fleet would be sufficient to meet the re- 
quirements of experiments. The personnel objects to 
planes on the turrets as interfering with vision and as 
an extra load. Tests are under way in developing a 
catapult to shoot the planes from the decks and planes 
with folding wings could then take up little space on the 
decks. Airplane carriers were discussed at length, and 
Mr. Hicks interested the committee by giving figures sup- 
plied by Rear Admiral D. W. Taylor, Chief of Bureau 
of Construction and Repair, of a carrier approved by 
the General Board. The cost would be $28,000,000, of 
which $4,000,000 would be for arms and armament, in- 
cluding sixteen 6-inch guns, eight 5-inch, two 21- ‘inch 
torpedo tubes, and an armor protected upper deck. Its 
length would be 810 feet, displacement 35,000 tons, speed 
thirty-two and three-quarter knots, and would carry 
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ADMIRAL Sims Urces Navy PREPAREDNE*S. 

Rear Admiral William S. Sims, U.S.N., was one of the 
speakers at a luncheon given by the Allied Loyalty 
League, at the Hotel Biltmore, New York city, on Jan. 
15. The league has been formed for the purpose of 
fostering friendship with other nations and combatting 
propaganda which tends to incite international sus- 
picion. In referring to the existing undercurrent of 
propaganda at work against the Allied cause, the 
miral was quoted in a press report as saying, in part: 
“Failure to get along with our Allies means a certain 
amount of danger. There are always pinpricks, but 
they don’t amount to much unless there is poison on the 
pins. The world can’t stand another war. The only 
sure basis of peace is the spiritual one. If we don’t 
keep alive the spirit with which we fought the war, 
we're going to get into trouble. There must, above all, 
be a firm understanding between the English-speaking 
peoples.” The Admiral spoke humorously of his “tol- 
erably sustained reputation for indiscretion,” and warned 
that sea power must be maintained if the United States 
is to be victorious in another war. The Navy must be 
ready, he said, to function the “first crack out of the 
box,” adding: “If you ever get into trouble again and 
your Navy is not ready you'll be defeated not in a 
month, or two months, but in a week, and you'll have to 
pay something in the way of indemnity that will make 
you pay attention to your fleet in the future.” 
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N.G. AND RESERVE OFFICERS AT INFANTRY SCHOOL. 

The Secretary of War has issued instructions that the 
Chief of Infantry be informed that the policy of the War 
Department with respect to the instruction of Infantry 
officers of the National Guard and Organized Reserves 
will be to graduate from the Infantry School, as soon 
as practicable, enough officers to provide one for each 
Infantry company of these organizations. The course 
for these officers will be of three months’ duration, sup- 
plemented by a special course of one additional month 
for graduates selected to receive specialized training. To 
carry out the above policy, it is estimated that there 
should ultimately be 280 National Guard officers and an 
equal number of Reserve officers, not commissioned in 
the National Guard, taking this course annually. It is 
impossible at the present time to state how many of 
these officers will be provided for during the ensuing 
school year, as that depends upon the amount of the ap- 
propriation. In any event the limiting consideration will 
probably be the accommodations at Camp Benning, Ga., 
where the Infantry School is located. The grades of the 
student officers eligible for the course should be the same 
as those prescribed for the Regular Army. 
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WovuLtp Have MANY ON STAFF ELIGIBLE LIST. 

“The board detailed to prepare an eligible list for the 
General Staff seems to have acted on the principle of 
having the list as small as possible,” writes a colonel of 
Infantry. “It would have been better if it had been 
made as large as possible. An ideal situation in an 
army would be that every line officer of suitable grade 
should be fitted for General Staff duty. Then in carry- 
ing out the orders of a line officer he would be better 
circumstanced to think himself into the situation of the 
one giving the order; and possibly in time be detailed 
for staff duty. From a perusal of the eligible list it 
would seem as though the board, in a small way, placed 
officers on it as 'a compliment, not expecting them to be 
detailed, for it is noted that three will retire within a 
year for age and it is not likely that any one of them 
will be detailed for General Staff duty within that time.” 
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HEALTH OF THE TROOPS. 

Reports received in the Office of the Surgeon General 
of the Army for the week ending Jan. 7 show an annual 
ratio per 1,000 of admissions for all causes for troops 
in the United States of 899.45, and for disease only 
791.54. The annual ratio per 1,000 for deaths from all 
causes was 4.14 and for disease only 1.66. The non- 
effective rate per 1,000 on day of report was 39.95. The 
figures for the American Forces in Germany are for 
Dec. 28, 1920, and show an admission -rate for all causes 
of 555.10 and for disease only of 441.56. There were 
no deaths and the non-effective rate on the day of the 
report was 36.45. An analysis of the measles situation 
leads to the belief that the worst of the epidemic is over. 
Only two deaths from pneumonia occurred in the week 
ending Jan. 7, while the pneumonia admission rate 
shows an encouraging decrease. 
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Fryinea Stratus FoR ENLISTED MEN. 

Flying duty for enlisted men, excluding flying cadets 
and qualified enlisted pilots, has been cut to a maximum 
of not more than twenty per. cent. of the men on duty 
at the various Army Air Service activities. In an order 
issued from the Office of the Chief of Air Service it is 
stated that commanding officers are authorized to assign 
such enlisted men, whose duties are of a mechanical 
nature, to duty requiring them to participate in regular 
and frequent aerial flights such as may be necessary for 
the operation and repair of aircraft and aircraft acces- 
sories. But the number of enlisted men assigned to 
such flying duty will be only such as is consistent with 
the efficient conduct of the activity concerned. Au- 
thority for increasing the- number of enlisted men al- 
lowed to make flights must come from the Office of the 
Chief of Air Service.

ROSETTES VS. BARS FoR CIVILIAN WEAR. 

Declaring that the rosette is far superior to the enamel 
bar in the colors of the ribbon of Service medals, a cor- 
respondent asks if there is any likelihood that the War 
Department “may decide on a respectable sort of lapel 
button for a man to wear instead of these ‘tin’ bars.” 
At the War Department it was stated that there would 
be no changes as to the bars. A rosette that would be 
distjnctive, it was also stated, is impossible of design 
for the simple reason that the same colors are used in 
numerous ribbons, five, for example, having the same 
colors of the ribbon of the Distinguished Service Medal. 
It was this insurmountable obstacle to making a distinc- 
tive rosette or button for civilian wear which made it 
necessary to adopt the enamel bar, which the depart- 
ment considers neat and appropriate for civilian wear. 
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CONFIRMATION OF ARMY NOMINATIONS. 
Senate Votes to Send-Them to Military Committee. 


Following a strong plea made by Senator Underwood 
in the Senate on Jan. 18 the members of that body 
voted. unanimously in favor of a resolution prepared by 
Senatér Wadsworth at Senator Underwood's request, to 
send to the Committee on Military Affairs for action the 
names. of 5,534 officers, in the grade of colonel to sec- 
ond lieutenant, inclusive, who have been nominated for 
appointment in the Army. Senator Lodge, who has been 
and still is opposed to the confirmation of the general 
officers whose names have been submitted by the Presi- 
dent, announced after the resolution was passed that 
this action meant the confirmation of the 5,534 officers 
between. now and March 4. In the midst of an effort 
made. by several of the Senators to get the matter of 
recess appointments voted on, Senator Underwood 
ae up the matter of the Army nominations. He 
said: 

“There are a number of military appointments pend- 
ing before the Senate and which have not been referred 
to the Committee on Military Affairs. I am not sure that 
Senators have analyzed the situation with reference to 
these nominations. Without an executive session there 
is no way except by unanimous consent to send these 
nominations to the committee. In this large number of 
military nominations there are in the neighborhood of 
6,000 officers who were appointed from the Reserve or 
the National Guard to commands in the Army under 
the Army Reorganization act. They are men who won 
their spurs on the battlefields of Europe and many of 
whom were commissioned because of gallantry on the 
field of action. 

“These officers have stood the mental and physical ex- 
amination. They have been commissioned and are serv- 
ing in all parts of the United States. Theirs are recess 
appointments and they will continue to serve until 
March 4 and when that day comes, if the Senate fails to 
act in the meantime, they will be in the «treets and we 
will have stricken the epaulets from their shoulders by 
the inaction of the Senate. More than that, as I under- 


stand the law, we will have to pass another bill before ~ 


they will again be eligible for appointment. .., 
say that it would be a crime to strike down these sol- 
diers of the United States because of a personal politi- 
cal battle.” 

Senator Lodge, replying to Senator Underwood, ex- 
pressed his sympathy with the officers whose status had 
been explained by Mr. Underwood and asked if it was 
not possible to separate them from the other Army nom- 
inations and consider them thus for confirmation. “I 
care nothing about civil appointments,” said Senator 
Lodge, “and I am talking of these nominations now 
under discussion without reference to politics. There 
are certain nominations in the Army and Navy that I 
think ought to be very carefully considered by the. Sen- 
ate, and the nominations of these officers stand on a 
different footing entirely from those described by the 
Senator from Aiabama. I should like, if possible, to 
separate these officers whom Senator Underwood has de- 
scribed and have their nominations confirmed and dis- 
posed of. 

“I do not, however, propose to submit, without some 
opportunity for discussion and examination, to some of 
the nominations of the higher officers which have been 
sent in, nor do I propose, if in any way I can prevent 
it, to have the bureaus of the Navy Department filled up 
within less than sixty days before a new administration 
comes in and have these bureaus packed for four years, 
in this way preventing and hampering action by the 
new administration and the Secretary of the Navy.” 

Senator Robinson said that he desired to have the 
nominations of all the officers of all ranks for commis- 
sions or promotion, 9,783 in number, referred to the 
committee. The resolution, however, was confined to 
the 5,534 officers nominated for appointment. It was 
agreed that the original appointments in the Navy 
d be referred to the House Committee on Naval 

rs. 


Effect of Senate's Action. 


The 9,873 officers affected by this action of the Senate, 
fm the grades of colonel and below, are as follows: 
Wominated for promotion and who will revert to for- 


mer rank if not confirmed, 3,285. Nominated for trans- 
fer, 964. Nominated for c=pointment and who will be 
confirmed according to the Senate’s program, 5,534. 

If the Senate should confirm only the new appointe 
and withhold confirmation of the officers nominated fol 
prometion, the result would be that many of the ap- 

ointees would outrank Regular Army officers now nom- 

inated for promotion. This unusual situation, in the 
opinion of Secretary Baker, would be overcome should 
the incoming administration renominate the 4,249 Regu- 
lar Army officers for the higher grades and the Senate 
confirm them, for they would take their places on the 
single list with the rank from July 1, 1920, as the law 
provides. Should the general officers fail of contirma- 
tion by March 4, the opinion was held by many that 
these officers would thereby be legislated out of the 
Army, with the exception of those chiefs of branches who 
would revert to their permanent status of colonel in their 
branches. It was also stated that in the event of the 
confirmation only of the 5,534 new appointees, some 
Regular Army officers in the grades of colonel, lieuten- 
ant colonel and major would also be legislated out of 
the Army because of the blocks presented by the con- 
firmed appointees in each of their grades. That is, the 
seven appointees in the grade of colonel, the twenty-one 
in the grade of lieutenant colonel and the 392 in the 
grade of major, would stand in the way of Regular Army 
officers reverting to these ranks; and as they cannot 
under the law be carried as extra numbers, the extras 
for whom there were no places would be compelled to 
leave the Service. ’ 

In case any of the 5,534 appointees fail of confirma- 
tion and thereby revert to civilian status, the vacancies 
resulting would be original vacancies which may still be 
filled in grades up to colonel, as defined in Sec. 24 of the 
Reorganization act. They would not be casual vacancies 
for the reason that the status would be as though there 
hau been no appointments. 


Failure of Promotions Will Mean 4,100 Demotions. 


Major Gen. Peter C. Harris, The Adjutant General, 
stated on Jan. 19 that in case the pending Army pro- 
motions are not confirmed by the Senate by March 4 
approximately 4,100 officers will be demoted one grade 
and, in some cases, two grades. The list comprises 657 
colonels, 780 lieutentant colonels and 2,442 majors. 
These officers, with the exception of a few colonels, were 
promoted to_fill vacancies caused by the act of June 4, 
1920. Several hundred of these officers conimanded bri- 
gades during the World War, and a few of the colonels 
commanded divisions, General Harris said. * In* his opin- 
ion, unless confirmed, they will be automatically demoted 
and will be outranked and commanded by officers who 
were their subordinates during the war. 

From a well informed source in touch with the in- 
tentions of the Senate came the prediction that a new 


-“state” of general offices appointments agreeable to -the 


incoming: administration would be made-and that this 
will be presented -and- confirmed on March 4 or March 5 
along with all the Regular Army promotions. Senator 
Lodge in the Senate has objected. to immediate consid- 
eration of the confirmation of the general officer appoint- 
ments and from this and other indications it is believed 
that the determination of the New England delegation is 
to insure the promotion to the top of the list of major 
generals of Brig. Gen. Clarence R. Edwards, the ranking 
brigadier general of the Army, who has been passed over 
in the selections since 1912. The. opinion was expressed 
that there was nothing in question relative to the promo- 
tions of the list of officers of lesser rank now in the 
hands of the enrolling clerk of-the Senate, and that the 
officers on this list had nothing to worry about. ‘Their 
status would be in question for no longer than twenty- 
four hours and at the end of that time they would find 
themselves confirmed in the ranks to which they had been 
promoted. The whole question centered in the selec- 
tions of general officers, it was stated, and that would 
in all probability be settled according to the desires of 
the Senate majority and the views of the incoming ad- 
ministration. 





THE NAVY NOMINATIONS. 


At an informal session of the Senate Committee on 
Naval Affairs on Jan. 19 chiefs and assistants from the 
Navy Department were heard relative to the effect of 
non-confirmation of nominations in the Navy. It seemed 
to be the impression of the Senators present that either 
all or none of the routine appointments and promotions 
in the Navy would be confirmed duriag the present ses- 
sion. There was no question as to any particular nomi- 
nation. The difficulty was explained to the committee 


in that confirmation of any in grade or rank without 
confirmation of others in the immediate higher grades 
would result in “blocks” that would have the effect of 
forcing out of the Service the officers reverting to their 
former rank. Should only the appointees be confirmed 
the result would be the overflowing of the grade. The 
overflow, say from lieutenant commanders to lieutenants, 
would be diverted by the “block” of lieutenants and go 
out. No assurances, however, could be extended the 
Navy officers at the conference as to the exact program 
the Senate majority may adopt. 


To Ask That General Lejeune Be Confirmed. 


After.the formal debate had ended on Jan. 18 Sena- 
tor Poindexter stated that while he agreed with Senator 
Lodge in general that appointments which involve poli- 
cies of the Government should be most carefully scrutin- 
ized “there are some exceptions however; for instance, 
the nomination for the position of- Commandant of Ma- 
rines. There is no trace of political character in that 
office. There has been nominated for it a very distin- 
guished officer of the Marines, Gen, John J.- Lejeune, 
and with the discrimination which the Senate should 
exercise in performing its constitutional function of ad- 
vice and consent to nominations made by thé President 
of the United States it seems to me fhat some recogni- 
tion ought to be given to the war services rendered by 
this officer. As I am informed, General Lejeune is a 
purely military man and is immersed in his profession. 
He rendered brilliant service in the war at the front in 
coixmand of one of the divisions of the American Army. 
He ought not to be subjected to the humiliation of hay- 


‘ing a nomination for an important post defeated merely 


because of some general policy which has been adopted 
by the majority in the Senate.” The Senator then de- 
scribed General Lejeune’s services in France, mentioned 
the decorations he had received, and read into the record 
yarious official commendations received by General Le- 
jeune from American and French commanding generals. 
Senator Poindexter then added: “On account of this 
record, at some appropriate time I shall make a motion, 
if some one else does not do so, that the nomination be 
excepted from the general order of nominations and be 
confirmed in executive session,” : 
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APPROPRIATIONS For AN Army oF 150,000. 

Chairman Anthony, of the subcommittee of the House 
Appropriations Committee in_ charge of Army estimates, 
stated that the hearings on Army appropriations had 
closed on Jan. 19 and that the committee had begun the 
writing of the measure. Mr. Anthony expressed hig 
egttestion that the executive nature of the hearings had, 

n observed both by the members of his committee and 
the Army officers who were heard during the last month, 
He confirmed the report that the appropriations for 
1922 would previde for an enlisted strength of 150; 
inen in the Army, it being the belief of the committee that 
the House desired such a limitation, and that Congress 
would rely upou the next Secretary of War not to re- 
eruit the Army above this number. The bill will carry 
about $390,000,000 exclusive of a deficit of about $40,- 
000,000 incurred in the fiscal year 1921 by the War 
Department. Mr. Anthony declared he was not in sym- 
pathy with the determined movement on the part of 
some members of the House who are seeking a reduction 
in the commissioned personnel of ‘the Army, and that he 
would contest such a movement with all the power and 
influence at his command. It was stated that the mem- 
bers of Congress who are informed on wilitary matters 
were committed to the policy of maintaining the ‘com- 
missioned personnel as close to authorized strength as 
possible because if the military system in the Army Re- 
organization act of June 4, 1920, is to survive, the 
commissioned personnel must be kept permanently at 
authorized strength. Liberal provision will be made for 
voluntary training in the appropriation bill, said Mr. 
Anthony, who added that the 150,000 enlisted men pro- 
vided for will be exclusive of the Philippine Scouts and 
the 2,500 flying cadets.

AMERICAN LEGION vs. Repucinc ARMY APPROPRIATIONS, 

On behalf of the Military Affairs Committee of the 
American Legion, Col. Wade H. Hayes, 7th Regiment, 
N.Y.G., and chairman of the committee, presented a state- 
ment to the Appropriations Committee-of the- House of. - 
Representatives on Jan. 21 protesting against injudicious 
reductions in Army appropriations. The statement says, 
in its essential. part: “It is. realized that. the financial 
situation of the Government demands strict’ economy 
in the expenditure of publie funds. Efforts of the Con- 
gress in this direction will receive the commendation of 
the committee. What is desired is that in making econo- 
mies, it should be done in a business-like manner, keep- 
ing in mind that the preservation of our potential mili- 
tary strength as develo during the war, is a national 
asset of incalculable value. .The committee believes that 
the policies now incorporated in the basic law should be 
amended only after adequate hearings and deliberation, . 
and not through apprepriations. having such effect. The 
committee has examined the estimates as submitted by 
the War Department for the support of the Army for 
the fiscal year 1922, but is not prepared to recommend 
reductions or increases of specific items.at this time. It 
is believed that such action is a function of ible 
members of your committee in co-operation with respon- 
sible officers of the Army called into consultation for 
the purpose.”

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‘An Army RESIGNATION IN 1823. - . 

Among old family papers Major F. 8: Snyder, Cav., 
U.S.A.; finds a letter written from Washington in July, 
1823, to Major General Scott as to the resignation of 
an Army lieutenant. The letter is signed “Th. S. Jesup,” 
evidently Brig. Gen. Thomas S. Jesup, U.S.A., who ‘was 
Quartermaster General of the Army from 1818 until his 
death in June, 1860; though his rank is not added. Gen- 
eral Jesup wrote: “My Dear General—It was not until 
my return to this city on the 28th inst. that I received 
your letter dated the 28th ultimo. So far from disap- 
proving of the resignation of Lieutenant Smith I sin- 
cerely rejoice that.an opportunity has been afforded you 
of placing him in a situation so much more advauta- 
geous than that which I had it in my power. to offer 
him. ‘I consider that an officer owes it to himself to 
seize and improve every honorable advantage which acci- 
dent, his own abilities or fortune may present to him. 
I regret to lose the services of Lieutenant Smith, but I 
should still more regret to be thought, either by you or 
him, too selfish and ungenerous as to wish any officer to 
remain in my department when he could better his situa- 
tion by leaving it. Had Mr. Smith consulted me I 
should have advised the ccurse that he has adopted.”

Col. George LeRey Brown, U S.A., retired, died Jan. 
10, 1921, at bis home, Balbea, Calif. He is survived by 
his wife, Mrs. Mary Brown. Colonel Brown bad an effi- 
cient record of duty and was retired from active service, 
at his own request, Oct. 1, 1907, after more than thirty- 
nine years’ service, and while colouvel of the 26th Infan- 
try. He was born in Michigan, April 15, 1849, and was 
graduated from the U.S.M.A. as a second lieutenant 


and assigned to the 11th Infantry, June 4, 1872. He 
was transferred to the 14th Infantry in 1902, after 
reaching the grade of lieutenant colonel.

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REQUIREMENTS FOR NATIONAL GUARD UNITS. 

The Militia Bureau of the War Department is send- 
ing out tables of organization to all.adjutants general of 
state forces and territories of Porto Rico and Hawaii, 
and to the District of Columbia Militia which govern 
units of the National Guard: organized under the act of 


June 4, 1920. Additional tables will also be forwarded 
as seon as prepared and without request therefor by ad- 
jutants general. ; 

Each of the tables will set forth two separate compo- 
sitions based on strengths as follows: (a) Composition 
based on a strength of fifty enlisted men prescribed by 
law as the minimum strength for Federal recognition 
only; ¢b) composition’ based on the maintenance 
strength (65 enlisted men for most units) prescribed by 
regulations; (c) in addition there is indicated in each 
table the prescribed enlisted peace strength for the cor- 
responding unit in the Regular Army, this figure being 
fixed by law as the prescribed minimum strength for 
units of the National (inard and must be attained. 

The column. in the tables indicating the composition 
between 50 and. 64 men. per organization for recognition 
will become obsolete on June 30, 1921. The column show- 
ing the strength for maintenance, 65 and. upward per or- 
ganization, wiil govern after July 1, 1921. Attention is 
ealled to the fact that the prescribed minimum strength 
may be made up of aetive members in each organization 
er may be- made up of 65 active members and the bal- 
ance “assigned Reservists.” (See Circular Letters Nos. 
62 and 76, Militia Bureau, 1920.) 

For units with a prescribed minimum enlisted strengt* 
of less than 50 men the Regular Army tables will govern. 
Under the provisions of G.O. No. 36, W.D., June 19, 
1920, the number of privates, first class, appointed in 
any organization must not exceed fifty per cent. of the 
number of privates in the same organization. The non-° 
commissioned officers are classified. according to grades 
and specialists according to ratings: these grades and 
ratings are noted in the tables furnished. 
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COURT OF INQUIRY, NAVY BALLOON FLIGHT. 


Lieuts. Walter Hinton and Stephen A. Farrell, U.S. 
N., and Lieut. Louis A. Kloor, U.S.N.R.F.. all Air 
Fores, attached to the naval air station at Rockaway, 
N.Y., who flew from. that station on Dee. 13 in Navy 
free balloon A-5598 and landed the next day near Moose 
Factory, Canada, arrived safely in New York on Jan. 14. 
‘Lhe court of inquiry ordered bf Secretary of the Navy 
Daniels, consisting of Rear Admiral George W. Kline, 
president, Capi. Henry H. Hough and Lieut. Comdr. 
Joseph P. Morfleet, U.S.N.,, with Lieut. Comdr. Archi- 
bald MeGlasson, U.S.N.,.as judge advocate, met at the 
naval air station, Rockaway, on Jan. 17. The court 
was ordered to inquire-into “the purpose of and plan, 
intention and authorization for said flight; the prepara- 
tion made for flight and instruments, provisions, clothing 
and uipment carried; the steps taken, and adequacy 
thereof, toward securing meteorological data and 
weather forecasts prior to the vessel taking the air and 
subsequent thereto, and the conduct of personnel dur- 
ing absence from. station in connection with the flight.” 
The attention of the court was particularly directed to 
See. 511, Naval Courts and Boards, 1917. 

Comdr. Damon E, Cummings, U.S.N., who took com- 
mand of the station on Nov. 30, 1920, testified that au- 
thorization for the flight had been given on Dec. 3, to 
take place “on a suitable day.” Flights have previ- 
ously been made from the Rockaway station to Canada 
without such intention having been previously dis- 
eussed with the commanding officer, he said. The 
object of the flight of Dec. 13 was to further the 
training of pilots. Lieutenant Kloor, who was in com- 
mand of the flight, testified on Jan. 18 that while the 





balloon was only 100 feet from the ground at Wells, N. ° 


Y., on the night of Dec. 13 it was decided by al! on 
beard to continue the flight instead of descending, one 
reason for this being that it was customary to conduct 
all practice balloon flights through the night and land 
the following morning. The log of the balloon, he said, 
had been destroyed. He told the court that he had been 
assured the balloon, left twenty miles from Moose Fac- 
tory, where the descent was made, would be salvaged and 
returned to the Navy Department by the Canadian Air 
Service, but the return might be delayed until Sept. 1, 
1921. Asked to comment on the conduct of the crew of 
the balloon he said he could not speak too highly of the 
co-operation of Lieutenants Hinton and Farrell during 
the actual flight. He was not present during the alter- 
eation at Mattice, Canada, between the two officers. 

Lieutenant Hinton testified on Jan. 19. He said that 
after leaving the balloon Lieutenant Farrell became very 
tired as a result of his efforts to walk through the 
heavy snow. He fell from exhaustion several times. 
Continuing, he said: “It would be unfair for me to 
state the remarks that were passed while he was in this 
exhausted and fainting condition. But I called Kloor 
and discussed the advisability of taking the knife from 
Farrell and going on, as suggested by Farrell, with the 
only hope in mind that we could find assistance, as I 
had stated my conviction several times that a small 
stream: we found led to a river and that there was a 
house just around the corner. Farrell gave me his 
money, $94, and said: ‘You keep it. If any one gete 
through you will’” In telling of the trouble at Mat- 
tice he said that when he asked Lieutenant Farrell to 
a¢company him to a railroad car near by to read impor- 
tr ut telegrams from the Navy Department he “flew into 
a rage and made statements which I do not consider fair 
tt repeat. Due to his overwrought nerves and condition 
I Cy not consider him responsible for what he said or 
di ’ 


The court sought to have Lieutenant Farrell take the 
stand and testify, but Lieut. J. F. Neuberger, U.S.N., 
medical officer of the station, testified that he was in the 
sick bay suffering from tonsilitis, frostbite and other 
effects of his trip, while also exhibiting “mental symptoms 
known in medicine as exhaustion psychosis.” The wit- 
oo said Lieutenant Farrell might be able to testify 
ater. 

Lieutenant Farrell on the following day was well 
enough to testify. Showing by. his appearance that ne 
was ill and bewildered 
when he-arrived- at Mattice and that he had no recollec- 
‘tion of having ‘struck Lieutenant: Hinton: there. du 
an altercation. He told in-detail of the hardships suf-

fered after leaving the balloon and during the effort te 
reach Moose Factory. 


A Previous Balloon Flight of 812 Miles. 

Mr. Burns M. Shalter, of Lawton, Okla.; in a commu- 
nication to the ARMY ANB NAvY JOURNAL questions the 
correctness of the recent unofficial statement that the 
flight of the A-5598, approximately 720 miles in twenty- 
five hours, is the longest’ on Yecord for a free balloon, 
declaring that a flight was made. from Post Vicld, Fort 
Sill, Okla., on March 27, 1920, with Lieut. Cariton £&. 
Bond, Air Ser., U.S.A., as pilot, by a 35,000 cubic-foot 
balloon, which covered 812 miles, to Stiliwater, Wis., 1 
19 hours 44 minutcs. he log of this flight, he says, is 
on file at Post Field. The Navy Department nas not yet 
made an official statement as to the distance covered 
and the length of time occupied in the flight of the 
A-5598. 

PACIFIC SEAPLANES REACH BALBOA, CZ. 

The flight of twelve of the fourteen seaplan:s at- 
tached to the Tacific Fleet. which started from North 
Island, San Diego, Calif., on Dee. 30, bound Tor Balboa, 
C.Z., ended on Jan. 15, according to an Associated 
Press dispatch. ‘These machines were all of ths F-5-L 
type. ‘The NC-5, which flew in company with the NC4i, 
was wrecked during a gale off the Gulf of Nicoya on 
Jan. 16, but the crew of five officers and men were re- 
ported from V’anama as being safe on board the U.S. 
tender Munford, which stood by the machine with the 
object of salvaging her. She was unable to do so, how- 
ever, and the airplane sunk. The NC-6 not having been 
heard of on the morning of the 16th the U.S.S. Birr. ing- 
ham and. two divisions of destroyers attach-d to the 
Fleet were ordcred to search for her, and late that day 
found her safe in a cove about fifteen miles north of 
San Juan del Sur, to which point Lieut. G. L. Compo, 
U.S.N.R.F., pilot of the ship, had procceded and re- 
ported to the Birmingham, convoy vessel. The entire 
flight, which occupied seventeen flying days and covered 
3,200 miles, was marred by only one serious incident, the 
killing of Chief Radio Electrician Cain, who was si ruck 
by the propeller of a machine while at Fonssea Bay. 
Comdr. J. H. Towers, U.S.N., executive oflicer of the 
U.8S.8. Aroostook, while on a supply ship which did not 
carry a surgeon, was attacked with appendicit:s and 
received aid when a seaplane brought a surgeon from 
another vessel of the expedition. He was at. onc re- 





moved to the U.S. hospital shin Mercy, and was .ater 
reported to be. recovering. The flight, which is dhe 
of the longest on record, was over a course lever 


before traversed by aircraft. The jump from Salina 
Cruz to the Gulf of Fonseca was made by the four- 
teen machines without a stop. The failure of the 
NC-5 and NC-6 to keep up with the twelve other ma- 
chines, further south, was due to the fact that 
were equipped with only three motors, while the others 
each carried four.

Restricting Army Travel Orders. 





Restrictions on orders involving payment of mileage 
to officers were directed by the Secretary of War on Jan. 
15 in view of the limited funds available for this pur- 
pose. Such orders will be discontinued except in those 
eases in which travel is clearly necessary during the 
fiscal year 1921. The Adjutant General has notified 
all chiefs of branches and commanding gencrals of corps 
areas and departments of this order for their guidance 
in submitting requests wherein travel for officers: is 
recommended. 

Dental Replacements for Foreign Service. 

In accordance with the recently adopted policy of the 
War Department to give officers two-year tours of for- 
eign service, the following dental officers, having com- 
pleted their two-year tours in the Philippine and Ha- 
waiian Islands will be returned, and the Surgeon Gen- 
eral will designate others to replace them. Philippine 
Islands: Majors Joseph H. Tyler and Bruce H. Roberts, 
Capts.

Reorganization of Ordnance Units. 

Reorganization of all existing Ordnance Department 
units, provisional or otherwise, in accordance with a 
new table of designations, stations and units from which 
they are to be organized, has been directed by the War 
Department. The Chief of Ordnance will reorganize all 
companies listed that are controlled by him, and ttiose 
not under his control will be reorganized by the proper 
commanding officer. The reorganization will be in ac 
cord with the proper 1920 tables of organization, and 
disposition of funds, property, records, returns, ete., will 
so far as practicable be transferred on a pro rata basis 
along with the men transferred from one organization te 
ancther. 

Training of Non-combatant Recruits.

Sducational and vocational training will not be given 
until the recruit has received six weeks of military train 
ing and special instruction.

Reorganizing Medical Department Units. 

In War’ Department orders for the reorganization of 
units of the Medical Department it is provided that all 
sanitary trains and mobile veterinary sections new form- 
ing parts of existing Infantry divisions, and the constitu- 
ent units of those sanitary trains, shall be demobilized ; 
and further tse of the terms “Sanitary Train” .and “Mo- 
bile Veterinary Seetion” will be discontinued. The nu- 
merical designation. of all ambulance companies and 
hospital .companies «in -existence--and- forming or not 
forming part of sanitary trains .will.be. canceled: ‘The 
Medicadt Department personnel now attached to the head- 
quarters of a division and constituting what is known as 
the Division Surgeon's Office will be transferred te and 
absorbed in the Medical regiment. The senior Medica! 
officer in-a division commands the Medical regiment, and 

also discharges’ the functions of division’ surgeon. ‘The 
ats ‘gnat! ons of: ambulanee companies and .hospital com- 
panies are changed as follows: Ambulance Ces. Nos. 4, 
6, 9 and 10 to Ambulance Cos. Nos, 54, 56, 57. 59 and 
60; - Hospital Cos. Nos.~4, 6, §, 10 and 13 to Hospital 
Cos. Nos. 56, 57, 58, 59 and GO. -No changes-in stations 
will be made under this provision until further orders. 
In connection with the provisions of the order  particu- 
larly to tracing back to former organizations for the pur- 
pose of obtaining credit for participation in battles or 
engagements cach Medical regiment will be entitled only 
to such credits as have -heretefore been -gained by the 
correspondingly numbered sanitary train. For example, 
ths 2d Medical Regiment is entitled to embroidered 
Streamers earned by the activities of the 2d Sanitary 
Train as formerly ‘constituted. No cognizance will be 
taken of the fact that old Ambulance Co. No. 5, and 
old Hospital Co. No. 5, previously formed part of the 
3d Sanitary Train of the 3d Division. Similarly the 9th 
Medical Regiment, when it is formed, will not be enti- 
tled to streamers carned by old Ambulance Cos. Nos. 26 
and 27.and old Hospital Cos.

Income TaxX REGULATIONS FoR 1921. 

The Office of the Chief of Finance is reyising Special 
Regulations No. which was last printed as revised 
Jan. 15, 1920, relating to the income tax as it affects 
the personnel of-the Army. Regulations for the coming 
year, however, will be practically the came as for 1920. 
There is some question pertaining to the taxable income 
from Army sourees under the heading. of “mileage,” 
whieh will be decided later. This is about the only item 
which is materially changed. from the 1920 regulations. 
Sec. 17, which relates to extension of time for the filing 
of returns by persons in military and naval service on 
duty outside the United States, remains the same as last 
year, and taxpayers living or residing in Alaska, who 
are unable to file their returns on or before Mareh 15, 
1921; should file them~as soon: after that date as pos- 
ble, attaching an affidavit explaining the catise of delay. 
Compensation under the War Risk Insurance act of 
Oct. 6, 1917, which is’ for death or disability, is exempt 
from taxation ahd: should not, therefore, be returned as 
income, for the income tax. ‘This: fact was called ‘to at- 
tention this week by the - Internal Revenue’ Bureau 
owing to apparent misunderstanding as to the matter. 
Also-the six months’ gratuity pay-to the designated bene- 
ficiary of a decéased officer or enlisted: man of the Army 
is held to be a gratuity and is exempt from the income 
tax.

ARMY G.C.M. CASES. 

Capt. Don L. Crosthwait, Engrs., U.S.A.. was tried by

Engineers. cat 
Le Mans and Toul, France; failing to pay back money bor- 
rowed from Lieut. Thomas J. Flemimg and certain enlisted 
men of the 543d Engineers, and of “making a false claim 
against the U.S. Government. (G.C.M.O. 191, Dee. 9, 1920, 
War Dept.)

Gen. Pershing Suggested as Ambassador to France. 

That Gen. John J. Pershing will go on the retired list 
shortly after March 4 next to accept appointment by 
President-elect Warren G. Harding as Ambassador to 
France, is reported in a special dispatch to the Boston 
Transcript from Washington on Jan. 15. It adds: “This 
is the strong belief in high military circles in Washing- 
ton, where it is declared that he does not want to be 
Secretary of War or Chief of Staff, for both of which 
places he has been mentioned, but that he is willing to 
assume ambassadorial duties in the foreign field in which 
he served as a soldier throughout the Werld War. In- 
formation which military officials have received in the 
last few days leads them to predict that his desires are 
likely to be granted, notwithstanding intimations from 
time to time that Mr. Harding intends to select Myron 
T. Herrick for the post at Paris, which he held at the 
outbreak of the war.” 

Gen. Wood Proposed for Philippine Governor. 

Major Gen. Leonard Wood's name has been mentioned 
fin a press dispatch from Marion, Ohio, on Jan. 15 in 
connection with the post of governor general of the Phil- 
ippines. The dispatch states: “There is dissatisfaction 
among both Americans and Filipinos at present, and it 
is understood that Senator Harding desires to send a 
man out there who will be competent to smooth out these 
difficulties. General Wood, it is generally admitted, 
could accomplish this task better and sooner than any 
one else.”

AEMY ITEMS. 


Revision of General Staff Corps Regulations. 

Pars. 732 to 773, inclusive, Army Regulations, relat- 
ing to the General Staff Corps, have been rescinded and 
new regulations substituted in erder to conform to the 
provisions relative to the War Department General Staff 
and the General Sta€ with Troops contained in the act 
of June 4, 1920. The revisisn will be published to the 
Service soon. 

Army Reeruiting. ; 

Major Gen. Peter C. Harris, U.S.A.. The Adjutant 
General, under date of Jan. 16, in a telegram to Major 
General Read, commanding the Sth Corps Area at Fort 
Benjamin Harrison, ind., said: “Sth Division being filled, 
all applicants already acecpted will be diverted to 4th 
Division, Camp Lewis, or 7th Division, Camp Meade, in 
order named, unless they imsist on 5th Division. 4th 
and 7th Divisions have priority over everything else, and 
every effort will be made to fill them.” 

Exemptions from Corps Area Control. 

Establishments exempted from command of corps area 
commanders under provisions of G.O. No. 75, W.D., 1920, 
will be enumerated in a forthcoming general order. The 
exemptions will include fifty-six general service recruit- 
ing stations; chief of Army recruiting bureau, New York 
city ; six general recruit depots; six inspector-instructors 
general recruiting stations; reserve, intermediate and 
embarkation depots and ports of embarkation; Army tor- 
pedo depot at Fort Totten, N.Y.; five general hospitals 
within the continental limits of the United States; Ord- 
nance and Chemical Warfare manufacturing arsenals and 
proving grounds; Signal Corps laboratories; Air Ser- 
vice experimental plants and production activities, in- 
cluding manufacturing plants. 


Transfer of Army Hospitals. 


The War Department has completed the transfer to 
the Public Heaith Service of the Army hospitals at 
Whipple Barracks, Ariz.; Fort Bayard, N.M.: Oteen, 
N.C.; Staten Island, N.Y.; Fort McHenry, Md.; and 
Camp Kearny, Calif.; including equipment and supplies. 
The Public Health Service has taken over at these places 
the care of veterans of the World War, undergoing treat- 
ment and reconstruction. The transfer of these hospitals 
was in compliance with an act of Congress under which 
the supplies and equipment on hand in excess of Army 
requirements are transferred free of charge. 


Pistol No Longer in Automatic Rifleman Equipment. 

Upon the recommendation of the Chief of Infantry 
the War Department has decided that the pistol will no 
longer be a part of the equipment of the automatic rifle- 
man in the Infantry. 

Loss of Property Issued to R.O.T. 

Further changes in Special Regulations No. 44, Par. 
115, have been directed by the War Department, relative 
to responsibility for the loss, destruction or damage of 
property issued to Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
units. Property worn out or damaged through wear and 
tear will be replaced at the expense of the Government. 
Property lost, damaged or destroyed by fire, flood, tor- 
nado, or other similar causes, without fault or neglect, 
will also be repiaced at the expense of the United States, 
after a survey had been made. Where report is made of 
improper attention to or use of property the defects will 
be brought to the attention of the head of the institution 
concerned. All other losses or damages of Government 
property for which an institution is accountable will be 
replaced by the institution or reimbursement made te 
the United States to the full value thereof. 


Regulations as to Military Funerals. 


The Secretary of War has directed where the funeral 
of an officer or an enlisted man on the retired list oc- 
curs at any time at any other place than a military post 
or camp, but near one, as for example, New York, Wash- 
ington or Francisco. a funeral escort may be or- 
dered by the commander of the camp, port or station 
which is nearest to the place where the funeral is to be 
held. Such escort will correspond to the rank of the de- 
ceased officer or enlisted man. ‘Where the funeral occurs 
at any other place than a military post or camp, but too 
remote to justify the sending of the escort prescribed, a 
wig Be  ~ of not to exceed eight men may be ordered 
by proper commander. Such escorts or firing squads 
will be ordered only when requested by the family of the 
deceased officer or enlisted man, and provided that such 
escorts or firing squads can be furnished without inter- 
fering with the duties of the men composing it, and 
without expense to te individuals, or to the Govern- 
ment, except in the use of available transportation, 

Flags Are Not Buried with Bodies. 

The Secretary of War, in a recent decision, approved 
the recommendation of the Quartermaster General, that 
in military funerals the Mag should not be buried with 
the casket it ig used to drape. The should remaia

THe QUESTION OF ARMY RECRUITING. 

Net a few officers of the Army and also of the Na- 
tional Guard are quietly expressing the opinion that Sec- 
retary of War Baker has acted unwisely in going against 
the wishes of Congress by continuing the recruiting - of 
the-Army in an endeaver to reach: the limit allowed ‘by 
law ef 280,000 enlisted men.

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ARMY STRENGTH FIXED AT 175,000 MEN. 
Senate Reverscs Original Vote for 150,000. 

After having voted to fix the strength of the Army at 
150,000 men on Jan. 14 by a vote of 34 to 28, the Sen- 
ate reversed its action on Jan. 17 and by a vote of 41 to 
33 fixed the enlisted strength at the number originally 
proposed in Senator New’s resolution. The House fol- 
lowed this action on the same day by passing the Kahn 
resolution limiting enlistment to 175,000 men, the vote 
being 285 to 4. While both resolutions agree on the 
fixed strength their texts differ somewhat and a 
ence will be necessary before a resolution can be sent to 
the President for his signature. Credit for this change 
of front on the part of Congress can be given to Senator 
Phelan of California, who gave formal notice on Jan. 15 
that he would ask for reconsideration of the » 
and to the testimony of Gen. John J. Pershing 2 
the committee on Jan. 14 when he appeared with Secre- 
tary Baker to urge that the strength of the Army be 
kept at not less than 200,000 Both Secretary 
Baker and General Pershing expressed the opinion that 
fixthg the strength of the Army at 150,000 men would 
e “below the point of safety” and Senator Myers on 
Jan. 17 quoted General Pershing as having said on Jan.

‘The suggestion for this plan 
was. made first by Secretary Baker-on Jan. 8 in a letter 
to Chairman Kahn of the House Committee on Military 
Affairs and. was referred to as a suggested amendment 
by Senator Wadsworth in the Senate on Jan. 10. 





ARRANGING ARMY TO FIT 175,000 MEN. 


The significance of the reduction of the strength of 
the Army to 175,000 enlisted men as decided upen by 
Congress is pointed out at fhe War Department. With 
the exlisted strength on Jan. 11 at 220,836, there were 
53,624 men overseas, leaving 167,292 enlisted men in 
the continental United States. In reducing to the 175,- 
000. men the ‘strength overseas will be maintained very 
close to what it is at the present time. This will mean 
that the force in the United States will be reduced to 
about 120,000 men, or to a nucleus for a. little more 
than five divisions.. With the 280;000 men it had been 
planned to organize seven divisions on a peace strength 
of approximately 19,000 men, one division to be sta- 
tioned in each corps area, with the exception of the Ist 
and 5th Corps Areas, where sufficient troops were to be 
stationed to form the nucleus of a division in each ff-it 
should be decided later to organize divisions in these 
two corps areas.. With the reduction to 175,000 men 
the Army is confronted with the probability that, in or- 
der to give full training to the officers and men of the 
divisions, the War Department must either abandon 
certain of the seven divisions projected or reduce the 
numbers of some divisions to a mere skeleton so as to 
keep the remaining divisions at full strength. This ar- 
rangement will give approximately five combat divisions 
at peace strength and reduce two divisions to practically 
paper organizations, .skeletonized to a minimum. ‘The 
tables of organization which have been, generally ap- 
proved will..probably have to be modified to conform

men from: the Service. ‘The combatant arms represént 
a strength of seventy-four per cent. of the 220,836 én- 
listed strength as of Dec. 11, 1920, distributed as fol- 
lows: - Infantry, 73,932 ;.

TACTICAL ORGANIZATION OF SMALL ARMY. 

-“Jt ig awfully: easy to stand here and say, ‘Let us eut 
off 25,000 men’; but where are you going to cut ‘them off 
with. the least harm?” remarked Senator Wadsworth in 
the: Senate on Jan. 13 while the members were discuss 
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ing the. Lenroot resolution to fix the strength of the 
Army at 150,000 men. The question of the tactical. or- 
ganization of the Army had been referred to several 
times by the Senator,from’ New York in the course: of 
the debate and he had pointed out that this “has a very 
distinct bearing upon the reduction.” .Continuing on 
this feature, Senator Wadsworth said: “Under the ta- 
bles of organization, which have been drawn up pursu- 
ant to the Army Reorganization act, nine combat divi- 
sions are provided for. Seven of them have veen or- 
ganized in the United States. They do not include the 
troops that-are in the Panama Canal Zone, Hawaii and 
the Philippine Islands, as I recall. They are to-day 
skeleton divisions. Most of the regiments of Infantry 
have no more than 600 or 700 men in them, although 
the tables of. organization cal! for over-2,000.. The same 
thing is true of the, Field Artillery regiments. Now, if 
we order a reduction to 175,000 men from the present 
strength of approximately 224,000 men, I think we will 
compel the War Department thereby further. to skeleton- 
ize and probably put upon a purely paper basis two of 
the seven divisions, leaving five divisions actually ready 
for use with their combat units.” 

The tables of organization now issuing from the War 
Department are for the peace strength of 280,000 men. 
With this strength cut to 175,000 men it weuld appear 
that new tables of organization would have to be pre- 
pared on the basis of a strength of 6214 per cent., for 
each arm and service, of the strength fixed by the Army 
Reorganization act of June 4, 1920. The present tables 
of organization for an Infantry company give a strength 
of three commissioned officers and ninety men. Under 
a strength of 175,000 men for the Army such a company 
would be reduced to fifty-six men, which is practically 
the strength of one plateon in the Infantry companies 
of the A.E.F., four such platoons forming a company 
during hostilities. If tactical organization is important, 
as Senator Wadsworth truly stated, tactical training is 
likewise important, and Infantry officers are raising the 
guestion as to how an Infantry company of only fifty- 





six men is to receive effective combat instruetion and 
practice under the prevailing plan of- dividing an In- 
fantry company up into riflemen, automatic riflemen 
and grenadiers. Befere the war an Infantry com- 
pany was practically made up of riflemen, these offi- 
eers point out, which simplified the training problem. 
But with these new clements the task of giving adequate 
training for war with so small a force of enlisted men

Secretary Baker touched on this point of small units 
as ean insecure basis for correct training for war when 
he appeared before the House Committee on Military 
Affairs on Dee. 10 to explain why he was trying to re- 
eruit the Army to 280,000 men. He stated that as a 
result of the experience of the war an Infantry company 
had been more than doubled in strength. ‘Then it was 
discovered,” he continued, “that a lot of men who had 
been trained’as*captains and lieutenants With the. old 
diminished sized company and as majors with the old 
diminished battalion, and as colonels in command of the 
old diminished regiment, were compelled almost to get a 
new education in deating with the problems which came 
from doubling the size of those organizations. We will 
not have an efficient Army for a nucleus of a large force 
if we have captains who are trained to handle 100 men 
who, when emergency comes, have thrust upon them 250 
men. We will not have an efficient Army if we have 
colonels, even though they may be properly trained in 
command of and in handling 1,000 men who, when the 
emergency comes, are put in command of 2,500 or 3,000 

“men. We have got to have an Army of sufficient size so 
that the actual things which officers learn to do are the 
same things they will be called upon to do when they 
get in an emergency.” Although Mr. Baker did not in- 
clude them in it, such a condition of “diminished” com- 
panies also militates against the effective training of 
non-commissioned officers, a defect already noted by offi- 
ecrs who- have discussed this situation.

US.N:B.F. REORGANIZATION: 
Plan Provides for 120,000 Men. 


Reorganization of the U.S. Nayal Reserve Force for 
the purpose of providing an adequate reserve for the 
combatant forces of the Navy.in time of war is now in 
progress following the issue ef orders to this effect sent 
to the commandants of all-naval districts by the Bureau 
of Navigation on Jan. 10. The plan provides for a mini- 
mum of 120,000 trained men and a proportionate num- 
ber of officers, and every effort will be made to maintain 
this force in Classés 1, 2 and 5, U.S.N.R.F. Organiza- 
tion will be by units in the several naval districts of not 
less than fifty men to a unit which, for administrative 
purposes, will be organized into battalions. All bat- 
talions in a nayal district will be organized into a bri- 
gade. Every Reservist will be assigned to a unit, which 
may. be a division, the smallest unit, a battalion staff, 
or a brigade staff. It is the intention to confine the 
members of the N-R.F. to populous centers so as to 
have the units so far as practicable on or in close prox- 
imity to waters open to navigation. 

No enlisted Reservists are provided for the Vlying 
Corps—Class 5—because hereafter membership in’ this 
class will be limited to 2,000 officers, all of whom must 
be qualified. nayal avietors. The quotas of enlisted Re- 
servists, all ratings, in the total of 120,000 will approxi- 
mate the following: 1st District, 18,000; 3d, 50,000; 
4th, 10,000; Sth, 4,000; 6th, 2.000; 7th, 1,500; 8th, 
5,000; 9th, 10th and 11th; 30,000; 12th, 12,000; 13th, 
6,000; 14th, 1,000; Washington, D.C., 500. Whenever 
the enrollments fall below the authorized number new 
enrollments will be made. Men eligible for enrollment 
in Class 1 of the Fleet Naval Resérve may, however, be 
enrolled regardless. of whether or not the quota is filled. 
Whenever the number of officers in any corps falls below 
the authorized quota the Bureau of Navigation will issue 
the necessary instructions for filling the vacancies upon 
request of the commandant. Vacancies in the Medical 
Corps will be filled from members of the medical pro- 
fession of high standing upon the recommendation of 
the commandant and the Bureau of Medicine and Sur- 
gery. The number of officers in each grade will be in 
accordance with instructions now in effect. Neither ofii- 
cers nor men in Classes 4 and 5 are to be counted in de- 
termining whether or not the quota of a naval district is 
filled, but every effort will be made to encourage them 
to qualify for transfer to-Class 2. Aji men in Classes 
4 and 5 can transfer to Class 2 in any provisional rat- 
ing in which they would be accepted on first enlistment 
in the Navy. Officers must have completed three months’ 
active duty afloat to be eligible for transfer to Class 2. 

Officers on Permanent Active Duty. 

The quotas for officers in a naval district in Classes 
1, 2 and 5 will not be exceeded. ‘The only exception will

REVISED NAVAL REGULATIONS PUBLISHED. 
Secretary Danicls Denics They Make Changes. 

The fact that the revision of the Navy Regulations 
had finally been published, and that fifty advance copies 
had been distributed among chiefs of bureaus in the Navy 
Dopartment, was made known on Jan. 15 through the 
publication in the Washington Post on Jan. 15 of a se- 
verely critical article on the Regulations as'they now 
appear. In a talk with the newspaper correspondents 
on that day Secretary Daniels reiterated statements 
which he had previously made concerning the revision to 
the effect that it had been done with the purpose of elim- 
inating obsolete mattcr, consolidating -regulations con- 
ecrning thé same subject, amending other paragraphs 
that required correction, and including the subject mat- 
ter from gencral orders which had been issued since the 
last revision. Asked concerning the alleged hostility be- 
iween the line and staff incurred over the revision, he 
declared that there had been a bit of give and take in 
the weekly conferences and that in regulations whicls 
affected the Secretary of the Navy or the Chief of Op- 
erations there had been erasures of one or the other and 
substitutions; but that as the regulations stood as fmally 
approved it was “about fifty-fifty between the Secretary 
and the Chief of Operations.” Mr. Daniels regretted 
that he had not had the time-to reduce the volume stil! 
further, but he apparently believed the work had “pro- . 
gressed” since it had reduced the volume to 840 pages 
and the table of contents to five pages. 

Revision and expurgation of extraneous matter, the 

-retary said, was the impelling motive in getting out 
this volume, which combines regulations and instruc- 
tions in a single book entirely printed en white paper 
and bearing facsimiles of the President’s and the Secre- 
signatures. The President approved the revision 
Dee. 17, 1920. . Manuals of work, government of 
prisons, ete., are not included, but will be published in 
separate pamphlets hereafter. 

Specifically auswering some-of the criticisms in the 
newspaper article, the Secretary pointed out that it was 
hardly correct to state that Artiele 170, establishing -by 
regulation that officers of the Medical Corps not below 
the rank of commander may command a hospital or am- 
bulance ship, was a change.. This provision, he stated, 
had been: incorporated in the regulations by -President 
Roosevelt and at the time had been the cause of the 
resignation of the then Chief of the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion, Rear Admiral Willard H. Brownson. At that time 
there was a Naval Auxiliary Service, Mr. Daniels ex- 
plained, from which masters were assigned to hospital 
ships. To-day the navigating officer of such a ship is gen- 
erally a Reserve officer and there is seemingly no con- 
flict of authority which would affect the line. Line offi- 
cers of long experience, it was said, are still doubtful 
whether taking a hospital afloat should affect the author- 
ity of the head of the hospital, but no line officer has 
yet expressed a belief that “hospitals on the beach” 
should be under line command. 

Relative to the provision that bureaus shal! make 
recommendations for assignments of officers to duty un- 
der their cognizance, it was stated that this is merely 
writing into the regulations what had been the custom 
in the Navy Department, and that it took no authority 
whatsoever from the Bureau of Navigation, which still

Following a general discus- 
sion, it was brought eut that the island had been taken 
by the Government fer the Army and Navy, and the 
stutute was read inte the record. Chairman Butler de- 
clared that the Navy sheuld put what it pleased on North 
Island, for there was no restrictive stipulation im the 
law, and that he would support the Navy's interest in 
the House. Captain Craven remarked that he would 
avoid “civil war between the Army and the Navy.” It 
was brought out that Admirals Coontz and Redman were 
in favor of an airship hangar on North Island, and that 
Capt. Henry C. Mustin, commanding USS. Aroostook, 
disapproved eof that station even if the Navy got the 
whole island, as presenting a target for a hostile fleet ; 
he preferred Camp Kearny. It was agreed that in- 
formation as to the airplane developments in Japan 
should be takeu up iu executive session. 


Centralization of Responsibility. 


Following recess, the hearing was given te considera- 
tion of sales and salvage of naval aircraft and material 
during the last year and a comparison of items in the 
estimates. It was brought out that the Navy and Army 
are in close co-operation in the exchange of engines and 
parts. Mechanical improvements in the various motors 
were described. Captain Craven, answering questions 
as to sceming lack of devclopment in naval aircraft dur- 
ing the year, attributed it to lack of co-ordination. He 
added: “The committee will recall that about a year 
and a half ago. I said I was not in favor of a bureau of 
aeronautics. My theught then was that any organiza- 
tion not sat’sfactory to the Navy would not work. Since 


that time there has been a change in the Navy idea and 
in the department. There must be definite responsibility 
for such important matters. There must be some official 


authority and responsibility in naval aviation so that the 
bureau can deal on an equality with other departments 
of the Government. I don’t sec how we can get along 
with aviation without centralization of responsibility. 
There is ne reason for repeating in aviation what has 
been done in relation to the submarine, trying to fit 
new development into the old Navy machine. The pri- 
mary thought is to fit the machinery of the Navy into 
the organization, not the working of any one thing itself. 
Adwinistration is inclined to interfere with the effi- 
ciency of the Service.” 

Mr. Britten called attention to this change of view on 
the part of Captain Craven and asked how the commit- 
tee could justify itself in favoring a greater appropria- 
tion this year when the Director of Aviation had 
changed his recommendation, though admitting that he 
was in favor of a bureau when he did so last year. He 
said one of the difficulties of the committee was because 
officers did not speak their own views, but fitted them 
to what they believed was the department sentiment. 
Captain Craven said he could not do other than speak 
the department rentiment last year as he was merely a 
subordinate officer under the Chief of Naval Operations. 
Mr. Hicks interpesed to say that he believed ninety per 
cent, of lack of naval air development was due to Jack 
of co-ordination under the existing system where each 
bureau. has some authority over aviation. He pointed 
out that there were notable instances where three bu- 
reaus were contending for authority over the same mat- 
ter and in consequence the Navy got nowhere. As to 
co-operation between the Army and Navy, Captain 
Craven said: “This is possible only through the Joint 
Army and Navy Board, composed of three Army and 
three Navy officers. In the questions which come up 
everything is supposed to pass through this board. As I 
have recommended, I believe that board should be legal- 
ized. We depend upon the goed will of each other and 
there is no legal responsibility as to what the board 
recommends. At present the proceedings of the board 
are approved by the Secretaries of War and Navy.” 

The functions of the National Advisory Committee on 
Aeronautics were discussed. Captain Craven said he re- 
garded this committee’ as a very helpful organization. 
The question of adapting the Weather Bureau to the 
needs of aeronautics elicited the information from Mr. 
Hicks that the heads of that bureau were certain that 
they could furnish all the meteorological information that 
could be desired if the Congress would grant a small ap- 
propriation with which to extend the Service, and the 
committee agreed that this would be a most economical 
thing to do. 

Elimination ef Estimates. 

The remainder of the afternoon session was devoted to 
discussion of each item in the estimates for aircraft, and 
as to wherein cuts could be made. When the list had 
been exhausted, Mr. Hicks showed that the total was, 
for all aircraft purposes, $8,005,220 as against $14,- 
090,120 as originally estimated. 

The hearing on naval aviation continued on Jan. 18 
with Captain Craven defining the needs at the various 
air stations. Item by item was taken up, considering 
the cost of each, and decision rendered as to whether or 
not they could be eliminated without serious handicap to 
the Service. In the development of the numer-

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NAVY PERSONNEL HEARING. 
Rear Admiral Washington Before House Committee. 


Rear Admiral Thomas Washington, U.S.N., Chief of 
the Bureau ef Navigation, appeared before the House 
Committee on Naval Affairs on Jan. 13 to be heard on 
the question of Navy personnel. In opening the hear- 
ing Chairman Butler said: “Admiral Washington, you 
appreciate that there is no disposition on the part of 
this committee to cripple the Navy personnel, but you 
will appreciate als. the absolute necessity for the exer- 
cise of great economy. We would like to hear something 
concerning the gratuity pay for re-enlistments in the 
Navy.” 

Admiral Washington said the payment of gratuity for 
re-enlistments is one of the old established customs in the 
Navy for the purpose of keeping men in the Navy. 
When the three-year enlistments were in vogue the 
gratuity was three months, and when enlistment was 
changed to four years the gratuity was based upon four 
months. Enlisted men of the Navy do not get any an- 
nual leave, which is granted ordinarily to every other 
Government employec. One of the j ications for the 
bonus is that it may be paid im lieu of his lack of leave 
privilege, also as an inducement to re-enlist, It would 
be only fair that a man, not having an opportunity 
while in the Service to visit his home, upon expiration 
of his service when he re-enlists should get the bonus, 
provided he re-enlists within the fixed time. ‘The idea 
of this came from the fact that now we have two and 
three-year enlistments. During 1921-22 we will lose by 
expiration of two-year contracts about 00 men. A 
certain percentage will i The re-enlisting is for 
a period of four years, and those who re-enlist for the 
four years would receive the gratuity, although they had 
served only two years. Of the 35,000 two-year men that 
the Navy will lose, probably sixty per cent. would re- 
enlist. 

Admiral Washingten suggested a change in the law 
that no enlisted man shall be paid re-enlistment gratuity 
until he has served the complete four years, which shall 
be continuous in the Navy or the Reserve Force, or 
both. The total for such pay might reach $9,000,000, 
but the Admiral thought that it could very readily be 
reduced to $6,000,000. Admiral Washington thought it 
would be very unwise to abolish the bonus provision. It 
has been used for many years to encourage men to make 
service in the Navy a life career. 

Cost of Recruiting. 

As to recruiting cost the Admiral said that for 1921-22 
it had been estimated that $378,000 would be required 
for the expense of recruiting, but it depended entirely 
upon what the committee was going to allow for enlisted 
strength. Te the question as to what 100,000 men would 
cost, including rents, transportation, automobiles, adver- 
tising, ete., he said the figures would be: 100,000 en- 
listed men, $7,495,399; gratuity pay added. $9,798,851 ; 
total, $17,294,250. The cost is about $84 « man for re- 
cruiting, including all expenses, he said. it was brought 
out by a series of questions from members of the com- 
mittee that it cost Sia per man for recruiting besides 
the bonus when it is paid. 

In answer to a question as to whether 100,000 would 
be sufficient enlisted strength to maintain the ships of 
the Navy, Admiral Washington replied that that num- 
ber would not be sufficient. He said that many experi- 
enced men would be required on the ships in commis- 
sior, but 100,000 would be much too low, considering 
the number of recruits, which had to be trained. “If 
we re-enlist sixty per cent. we would still have to re 
cruit not less than 2,000 men cach month to keep the 
Navy up. We never have had a condition where sixty 
per cent. re-enlisted before the war. Then they were 
less than half that, or about thirty per cent. The sixty 
rer cent. is based on the past six or seven months, when 
there has been a great increase in enlistments due largely 
to \¢ depression.” The Navy Department, he 
said, has approved the following estimates of enlisted 
personnel required: For vessels in commission, 
76,433; for vessels in reserve, 17,224, making a total of 
93,657. There are seventeen battleships of the first line 
in commission, and none of the second line. 


Personnel Legislation Proposed. 

Admiral Washington continued his presentation of the 
needs for the continuation of the gratuity on Jan. 14. 
In view of his suggestion that payment of bonus might 
be deferred until the two-year man had re-enlisted and 
served two additional years at which time the gratuity 





* be paid, it was decided that Mr. Peters, of the committee, 


confer with Admiral Washington and draft legislation 
covering the matter, introduce it in the House, and al- 
low it to come back to the committee for further con- 
sideration. It was also proposed that Mr. Peters and 
Admiral Washington should discuss drafting a bill which 
would adjust the matter of the grade in which officers 
should be retired. This was proposed to overcome such 
a situation as recently arose where a professor of mathe- 
matics in the grade of lieutenant was retired as a com- 
modore, after holding the rank of lieutenant only three 
years on the interpretation by the Attorney General of 
Sec. 1481 of the Revised Statutes. It was decided, in 
addition, to write a bill that will grant the railroads au- 
thority to make whatever reduction in fares they desire 
for United States soldiers and sailors, and also for the 
reimbursement to officers of money expended for hotel 
and other expenses they are required to pay under an 
emergency. This jally is to apply in the aviation 
service when an accident occurs, causing a landing and 
various expenses not anticipated. Under existing cir- 
cumstances the officer is reimbursed, but not until after 
a great deal of routine, and it is P to authorize 
the reimbursement upon evidence of a receipted voucher,

_ Admiral Stitt stated that there is a difference of opin- 
ion among members of the medical profession as to the 
after-effects of gas. It was thought by some that the 
lun, were so w that the victim was more 
lia to contract tuberculosis, and others considered 
that the injury from the gas had nothing to do with it. 
He expressed the belief t some limitation should be 
set in the interests of both the Service and the Govern- 
ment, because if ten or fifteen years were allowed to 
elapse, and then an officer should make claim for retire- 
ment under the provision, medical officers would have 
lost track of the case, and could not render, perhaps, a 
just decision. 


Relief for Certain Disbursing Officers. 

The clerk of the committee was asked to read ex- 
tracts from London papers concerning estimates sub- 
mitted to the British Admiralty to show that England 
is confronting the same situation as this country with 
respect to providing money for her navy; that a great 
deal of money is asked for, but that the legislators are 
seeking every opportunity to reduce the estimates. 

Admiral Washington then requested that corrective 
legislation be enacted to pay back to certain Navy offi- 
cers moncy charged against them under these circum- 
stances: Prior to Nov. 14, 1917. enlisted men who were 
discharged from the Service for misconduct, or as un- 
desirable for the Navy, etc., often did not have enough 
money to enable them to go to their homes. As a con- 
sequence, after discharge, they lingered about the cities 
wearing the sailors’ uniform, often getting into trouble 
and causing disturbance among civilians which operated 
to give the Navy a bad reputation. In order to provide 
civilian clothes for those so discharged the Navy De- 
partment authoriacd the officers in charge to draw from 
the Treasury enough money to buy for each man a suit 
of civilian clothes at the time he was discharged. Later 
the Comptroller of the Treasury rendered a decision that 
such action was illegal and the amounts rd out by the 
officers up to that time was charged against them. This 
amounted to about $3,000 in all. Legislation was after- 
wards passed which provided for such purchase of civil- 
ian clothes, and Admiral Washington requcsted that the 
officers who were checked against for the $3,000 prior to 
that time be reimbursed. The commiitee favored the 
proposal, and legislation to that effect is to be recom- 
mended. 

Admiral Washington said he thought legislation should 
be passed that would permit the Secretary of the Navy 
to remove from the record the charge of desertion of 
those who descrtcd from the Navy before the United 
States entered the war in order that they might get into 
battle by enlisting in foreign armies or navies. 

Representative Kelley said he had several matters he 
wished to consider and was given a hearing. He calied 
attention, first, to the 43,000 expirations of enlistments 
that would soon occur, 35,000 of which were two-year 
enlistments. It was his understanding that existing law 
provided that the two-year men would be paid a four- 
months’ bonus if they re-enlisted for two more yeurs. 
He suggested that the law be changed so that if they 
re-enlisted they would get pay for only two months as 
a bonus, and make it a rule that in every case they be 
allowed a sum of money equal to one month's pay for 
each year of service, but not make any allowance for 
service before it was rendered. Mr. Kelley called atten- 
tion to the fact that there are 841 officers in the Naval 
Reserve Force, who he said were being paid the same 
pay as Regular officers in addition to the retainer pay 
of Reserve officers, and suggested that some of these 
might be withdrawn from active duty thus saving to 
the Treasury the amount of their active duty pay. Ad- 
miral Washington said these officers could not be with- 
drawn without seriously affecting the operations of the 
Service. 

Admiral Peoples Before Committee. 

Rear Admiral C. J. Peoples, acting Chief cf ‘he Bu- 
reau of Supplies and Accounts, was before the Commit- 
tee on Naval Affairs on Jan. 20 to present various mat- 
ters relating to the bureau. Among other things Admiral 
Peoples suggested that legislation be enacted so as to 
admit ef allowing money that accumulates on some ac- 
counts to be applied ou others where a deficiency other- 
wise would be created, thus eliminating the necessity of 
turning back into the treasury at the end of the fiscal 
vear unexpended balances originally intended for other 
purposes, and having to secure legislation to provide for 
deficiency. There is approximately $114,000,000 of un- 
expended balances that could be used as Admiral Peo- 
ples suggests. ‘The hearing also developed that even 
though there might be on hand in certain bureaus of the 
Navy Department supplies that were needed by some 
other bureau the law provided that they could not be 
transferred to any other bureau at less than cost price, 
As a consequence, in many cases, the bureaus needin 
the supplies were able to buy outside cheaper than the 
could secure the same supplies from some other bureag 
of the existing law pertaining to the Bureau of Sup» 
low the original cost price. As a matter of course the 
surplus remained in the hands of the Navy Department 
with the cost of storage, etc., incident thereto. No defi- 
nite decisions were arrived at, but the committee seemed 
inclined to recommend many of the suggested changes 
of the department, because the market had declined be 
plies and Accounts.

In view of the fact that fewer than 
seventy officers have been placed in Class B this criticism 
of “old line Regulars” is unnecessarily harsh, to say 
the least. 
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THE SIXTY-SIXTH CONGRESS. 
Favor Repeal of Certain Wear-Time Acts. 

The Senate Committee on Judiciary on Jan. 17 ap- 
proved the House resolution proposing the repeal of most 
of the special war-time laws. It was voted to continue 
the Lever act. A provision of the House bill excepting 
the Trading with the Enemy act from the repeal was 
approved, as were amendments to the Espionage act 
withdrawing executive authority to declare export em- 
bargoes and authority of the. Postmaster General to 
close the mails to alleged violators of the act. Another 
amendment would repeal: anti-sedition provisions of the 
Espionage act, which it has been claimed would _inter- 
fere with freedom of speech. ‘The committee added an 
amendment continning in effect war statutes providing 
punishment for evaders of the Selective Service act. 


Naval Disarmament Resolution Reported. 

In an amended form the naval disarmament resolution 
proposed by Senator Borah was favorably reported by 
the Senate Committee on Foreign Relations on Jan. 20. 
The resolution requests the President “to advise the gov- 
ernments of Great Britain and Japan, respectively, that 
this Government will at once take up directly with their 
governments, and without waiting upon the action of any 
other nation, the question of naval disarmament, with a 
view of promptly entering into a treaty by which the 
naval building programs of cach of said governments 

. . . Shall be reduced annually during the next five 
years to such an extent and upon such terms as may be 
agreed upon. This proposition is suggested by the Con- 
gress of the United States to accomplish immediately a 
substantial reduction of the naval armaments of the 
world.” Motions to include France and Italy in the pro- 
posed treaty and to send a representative to the Disarma- 
ment Commission of the League of Nations were voted 
down. It will be noted that the resolution as reported 
does not specify the percentage of annual reduction men- 
tioned in the original resolution, and the introduction of 
the proposal for a “treaty” between the three nations on 
this subject is a new proposa!. 

Disarmament Conference Resolution. 

The House Committee on Foreign Affairs on Jan. 15 
passed a joint resolution presented by Representative 
Brooks empowering the President, ‘at his discretion, to 
invite the governments of all nations to send accredited 
delegates to an international convention to be held in 
the United States to consider ways and means of bring- 
ing about joint disarmament.” Chairman Porter imme- 
diately submitted the measure to the House with recom- 
medation that it be adopted. 

Camp Funston ito Remain. 

The House Committee on Military Affairs to whom 
was referred H.R. 625 requesting the Secretary of War 
to delay the removal of troops from Camp Funston, and 
directing that no action shall be taken by the War De- 
partment toward the wrecking, destruction, removal or 
disposition of Camp Funston or any of the buildings or 
improvements at the camp pending consideration and 
action by Congress, reported on Jan. 15 with the recom- 
mendation that it pass, with the proviso, that this work 
be not done “prior to June 30, 1921.” The report added 
that a sub-committee of the Committee on Military Af- 
fairs is now investigating the mature and extent of the 
War Department real estate holdings of all kinds in each 
of the nine Corps Areas, and as it will take some time to 
complete this work it was deemed advisable that this 
property shall not pass out of the possibility of military 
use or control until the committee can come to some 
determination as to the policy it may recommend to the 
House regarding it. 

The Navy Fuel Supply. 

Secretary Daniels, in a letter to the Speaker of the 
House of Representatives, and to the chairman, Senate 
Committee on Naval Affairs, calls attention to the neces- 
sity for legislation which will enable the Navy Depart- 
ment to obtain fuel for its ships without - being sub- 
jected to excessive prices. He says that “due to unsatis- 
factory bids received, it has been necessary for the Navy 
to commandecr coal continuously from June 1, 1917, to 
the present time; and to commandeer fuel oil on the east 
coast from July 1, 1918, to June 30, 1919, and on the 
west coast from July 1, 1917, to June 30, 1920. If it 
is considered advisable to repeal the present laws giving 
general requisitioning powers to the President, I earn- 
estly recommend that, in the public interest, the follow- 
ing prevision be enacted in order to properly protect the 
Navy in the procureme:t of its fuel supply, viz: 

Be it enacted, etc., that, uatil June 30, 1922, the President 
is authorized to requisition fuel necessary to the maintenance 
of the Navy, and to requisition facilities for handling and 
storing such fuel; and he shall ascertain and pay a just com- 
pensation therefor. If the compensation so determined be 
not satisfactory to the person entitled to receive the same, 
such person shall be paid seventy-five per centum of the amount 
x0 determined by the President, and shall be entitled to sue 
the United States to recover euch further sum as, added to 
said seventy-five per centum, will make up such amount as 
will be just compensation for the property requisitioned, and 
jurisdiction is hereby conferred on the United States District 
Courts to hear and determine all such controversies: Provided, 
That nothing in this act shall be construed to require any 
natural person to furnish to the Government any fuel held 
by him and. reasonably required for consumption or use by 
himself and dependents. 

Sick and Insane Ex-Service Men. 

Surg. Gen. H. S. Cumming, of the Bureau of the Pub- 
lic Health Service, in a letter to Senator Ashurst, dated 
Jan. 15, urges the passage of the bill now before the 
Senate, introduced by Senator Franee, appropriating 
$29.530.000 for the care and housing cf former soldiers 
and sailors who are suffering from tuberculosis, mental 
diseases and other ailments. He wrote that the number 
of sick and insane men is now increasing at the rate of 
1,000 per month, and adds he does not look fcr a de- 
q@rease in the number of men who are ndW or Way will 


hereafter be entitled to treatment, before 1927 or pos- 
sibly 1929. The present hospital accommodations, the 
Surgeon General says, are entirely inadequate, numbers 
of patients being eared for in buildings which he de- 
scribes as “flimsy and inadequate.” Ten thousand addi- 
tional beds are needed. The number of former Service 
men who were patients in the hospitals of the Public 
Health Service on Jan. 1, 1921, was 19,019. 





BILLS BEFORE CONGRESS. 


S. 4875, Mr. Robinson.—Transferring Fort Logen H. Roots 
to the Secretary of the Treasury for use of the U.S. Public 
Health Service. 


H. Res. 646, Mr. Emerson.—Whereas it is reported in the 
press that certain officers and soldiers in the U.S. Army are 
visiting the Republic of Cuba to make certain investigations 
upon subjects unknown to Congress and people of the United 
States: Therefore be it resolved, That the President be re- 
quested to furnish to Congress (if not inconsistent with the 
public good) his reasons for sending said soldiers and officers 
to Cuba, and, second, te state his authority for sending 
American soldiers and officers to investigate the affairs of the 
Republie of Cuba. 








H.R. 15547, Mr. Byrnes, of Seuth Carolina.—Authorizes 
the President in his discretion to relieve those ig the Ser- 
vice who had honorable war service of disabilities under any 
charge of desertion that appears on their records. 

H.R. 15578, Mr. Milligan —To provide for the dishonorable 
discharge of certain persons inducted into the Military Es- 
tablishment who refused to perform the regular military du- 
ties or wear the uniform, 

H.R. 15610, Mr. Lufkin.—That Secretary of Navy is au- 
thorized and empowered to furnish, upon application in writing 
of governor of a state, a suitable vessel of Navy, with her 
apparel, charts, books and instruments of navigation, to be 
used for benefit of any nautical school, or school or college 
having a nastical branch, established at each ef the following 
ports: Boston, Philadelphia, New York, Seattle, San Fran- 
cisco, Baltimore, Detroit, Saginaw, Norfolk and Cerpus 
Christi. . . . Authorizes appropriation of funds and details 
of officers as instructors in navigation and naval engineering. 

H.R. 15613, Mr. Peters.—That persons in the naval service 
to whom public property has been issued in pursuance of 
jaw shall be responsible for safekeeping and return thereof. 
Stoppages may be made against compensation due any persen

H.R. 15748, Mr. Britten.—To cerrect the status of perma- 
nent and temporary officers in the grade of rear admiral. That 
the next to the last provise in Sec. 2 of the Naval Appropria- 
tion act of June 4, 1920, be amended by striking out the 
words ‘‘until Dec. 31, 1921.’’ Tha$ Sec. 1481, Rev. Stats, 
be repealed. That officers of the Navy who have been or 
hereafter may be permanently appointed to grades or ranks of 
commander, captain or rear admiral shall take rank and 
precedence in their respective grades or ranks ahead ef officers 
holding temporary appointments therein: Provided, That from 
May 22, 1917, and until date of approval of this act officers 
of the Navy shall take rank and precedence from date of their 
original commission in a rank er grade whether permanent er 
temporary: Provided further, That the previsions of Secs.

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CUT IN NAVY APPROPRIATIONS FORECAST. 
Mr. Kellcy Suggests Possible Economics. 





Representative Kelley, who is chairman of the sub- 
committee of the House Committee on Appropriations 
considering naval appropriations, has called attention 
to the fact that for the coming fiscal year 1t was esti- 
mated the Naval Reservists would cost nearly $17,000,- 
000 unless that estimate was reduced by proper adminis- 
tration of the law, or some change in the law were ef- 
fected. He considers that the pay now allowed for the 
actual amount of work rendered by Naval Reserves is 
excessive and points out that for the first enlistment 
eight months’ pay is given for three months’ service; 
on second cnlistment, ten months’ pay for three months; 
on third enlistment, twelve and one-half months’ pay for 
three months; and fer the fourth enlistment,- fourteen 
months’ pay is allowed the Reservist for three months’ 
actual service; thus imereasing twenty-five per cent. 
each enlistment period until one hundred per cent. in- 
crease is reached. Mr. Kelley is seeking some means of 
reducing this expenditure if it can possibly be done with- 
out seriously crippling the Reserve Force. 

In regard to naval districts, Mr. Kelley said: “In go- 
ing into appropriations it scems to me that there is an 
enormous ,expenditure of funds for the maintenance of 
separate naval district organizations. The amount of 
money for the upkeep of automobiles, which number 
thirty-four in the 3d Naval District, is astounding. I 
think from the standpoint of economy of administration 
the maintenance of some minor district organizations 
might be dispensed with.” He called attention to the 
extra money required for telegraphing and long distance 
telephone inessages necessitated by the widely separaied 
districts, clerical hire, eic., and said he felt positively 
that these and other items of expense are duplications. 
Speaking of the submarine base under construction at 
Key West, Fla., Mr. Kelley thought it might be con- 
sidercd a war investment so far and not allow the work 
to proceed any further; that there had already been ex- 
pended nearly $1,000,000 on the project; and about all 
that has been accomplished, he said, is the removal of 
a large amount of silt, which possibly could not be pre- 
vented from washing in again. He added: “It is away 
out on the long key, and they have to haul water that 
they drink in tank cars. They want $800,000 more for 
this year, and I thimk the matter of whether or not the 
work should be continued should be decided before we 
appropriate any more money for this project.” 

Tho matter of reducing the number of naval training 
stations, Mr. Kelley thinks, should have attention in 
view of the discontinuance of, recruiting, and the fact 
that by July 1 reervits who have been training for sca 
duty will have completed their training course. awd 
about all the reeruits that will be left will be those en- 
gaged in studying the trades. Je favors provision of 


funds fer the maintenance of the San Francisco sta- 
tion, the trade schools at Great Lakes and at Hampton 
Ro but does not favor appropriating at this time 
the $3 asked for placing the station at Newport, 
R.L, in proper condition, and he is inclined to believe 
various other estimates can be reduced or eliminated. 
He also expressed the intention of diverting more 

for the improvement of the Pacifie coast stations 
yards since the Fleet has been divided, and in further 
view of the fact that since the of the war we 
have spent large sums of money on naval stations on 
the Atlantic coast, among which $34,000,000 was spent 
on the station at Philadelphia alone. He said 
thought it would be the policy of the Committee on Ap- 
propriations not te spend any money on improvement 
of Navy yards and Navy stations on the Atlantic coast 
except those which may be paid for out of lump sum 
appropriations.

GRADE OF LIEUTENANT GENERAL. 
Bill Would Advance March, Liggett and Bullard. 


Under instructions from the Committee on Military 
Affairs, Senator Wadsworth on Jan. 17 asked the consid- 
eration of the Senate for the bill (S. 3224) relating to the 
creation in the Army of the United States of the grade 
of lieutenant general, the bill reported by the committee 
on Oct. 18, 1919, and designed to give the rank of lieu- 
tenant general to Major Gens. Peyton C. March, Chief 
of Staff; Hunter Liggett and Robert L. Bullard. In 
stating the purpose of the bill and making a special ap- 
peal for its passage in relation to the coming retiremen 
for age of General Liggett, Senator Wadsworth said: 

“While the bill does not mention the names of gen- 
eral officers who are under contemplation in this con- 
nection, its very terms confine the recognition to be ex- 
tended to officers of the A.E.F. to two generals, 

Liggett and General Bullard; for they were the only offi- 
cers who commanded field armjes in France prior to the 
close of the hostilities. General Liggett commanded the 
ist Army and General Bullard commanded the 2d. Gen- 
era) Liggett must be retired on account of age on March 
21 next. General Bullard bas three more years to serve 
upon the active list before retirement. The committee 
very sincerely believes that the bill should pass, but is 
especially concerned over the status of General Liggett. 
If Congress does not take any action with respect to 
him at this session he will be retired in the grade of 
major geveral, which he now oceupies, and whieh grade 
he oceupied before the United States went into the war. 
It is accurate to say that General Liggett is the only 
general officer of the Army who after hostilities have 
ceased, after the war is over, finds himself in the same 
grade which he occupied before the war started. As I 
have said, if the Congress does not act during this ses- 
sion to give him some recognition for his extraordinary 
services, he will be retired in the same grade which he 
oceupicd when he first went to France. 

General Liggett’s Service. 

“Now, let me say just a word as to his services. Gen- 
eral Liggett went to France at the very beginning of 
our participation in the war. He went there with the 
grade of major general in the Regular Army in com- 
mand of a division. After services covering some little 
time in that capacity he was promoted to the emergency 
rank of lieutenant general. He served in command of a 
corps and commanded the American corps which took 
part in the crushing in of the Marne salient, July, 1918, 
and rendered most excellent and conspicuous service upon 
that oceasion, being the first American cer to com- 
mand troops in the field in any large numbers. He also 
continued in command of the corps during the St. Mihiel 
offensive. At the outset of the Meuse-Argonne offensive 
General Liggett was promoted to the command of the Ist 
American Field Army and had under his command, at 
one time or another, approximately 1,000,000 men. He 
commanded the Ist American Field Army until the close 
of the hostilities, end, next to General Pershing him- 
self, he carried the greatest responsibility of any officer 
of the A.E.F. in the management of combat troops in 
tue field in the face of the enemy. 

“The committee has believed all along that this officer 
is thoroughly entitled to some recognition for his extraor- 
dinary services during those trying days. Every other 
officer who held considerable command in France has 
come out of the war holding a higher grade in the Regau- 
lar Service than the grade which he held when he went 
into the war. General Liggett alone is the officer of the 
entire Army who has had no recognition whatsecyver, 
and yet his part, next to that of General Pershing, was 
the most conspicuous played by any officer of the Ameri- 
can Army during the war. It is for that especial reason 
that the committee has instructed me to bring this mat- 
ter before the Senate and to ascertain if the Senate can- 
not act upon the passage of the bill, which would make 
it possible for General Liggett to have this recognition.” 


Objection to Immediate Consideration. 


Senator Lodge objeeted to consideration of the bill on 
the ground that he “felt very strongly that the list of 
promotions and appointments to the position of major 
general and brigadier general ought to be thoroughly 
examined,” and that he thought “the matter will re- 
quire very careful consideration of the Senate of the 
United States before we accede to such promotions and 
appointments.” He said he hoped the bill would not be 
passed in its present form and added: “I realize that 
General Liggett’s case is an exceptional one, and 
should like te see something done for him, but I do not 
wish to go further thar that. If it is proposed to pro- 
vide for the appointment of three lieutenant generals 
now, without an opportunity to examine the matter, I 
shall very reluctantly be compelled to object.” 

Senator Wadsworti then brought up the question of 
amending the bill, his implication being, for the amend- 
ment was not introduced, that this would provide for 
Gencral Liggett and leave Generals Mareh and Bullard 
to be cared for by some future Congress. Senator McKel- 
lar said that unless the bill was reported as originally 
presented he would ebjeet to its consideration, since he 
believed “that the same treatment should be aceorded 
all three officers who have been mentioned.” He then 
requested that Senator Wadsworth withdraw the mat- 
ter for a week that it might be discussed in committee 
“ond see if we cannot make some arrangement that will 
bring about the desired result.” On the odjection of 
Senator France to further consideration of the measure 
the discussion ended at this point. 

Colonel Faison’s War Service Not Recognized. 

In the debate in the Senate on Jan. 17 on the bill ere- 
ating the grade of lieutenant general in the Army of the 
United States, Senator Overman asked: “Did I under- 
stand the Senator from New York to say that every 
officer whe commanded troops overseas during the war 
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had come out with a h de than i nae b him 
when he Went into eis a tee “To “this Sen toreNY 
worth replied: “Every one.”: Senator Curae then 
said: “I think the Senator is mistaken. I know an 
officer who commanded ‘troops’ in engagements before the 
Hindenburg Line who has not been promoted. “I think 
he deserves promotion? He is now a-colonel, altho 
he served as a general during that fight. I repeat, 
has not been rewarded and I do not know why.” 
atot Wadsworth asked: “Was hea colonel at the time 
he ‘went’ into the war?’ -Senator Overman- replied: 
“He was a colonel at the-time he went into the war. As 
I stated, he commanded the troops which fought at the 
Hitidenburg Line and succeeded in breaking that line. 
He occupied for a time the grade of brigadier general, 
but has been put back to the old rank océupied- by him 
when he went into the war.” Senator Wadsworth de- 
clared it was “the only such case of which I have ever 
heard. The Secretary of War and -General Pershing, 
who appeared before the Committee on Military Affairs 
several dafs ago . made the statement that Gen- 
eral Liggett was the only officer who had held. general 
rank in France who had received no promotion as a re- 
sult of his service.” Senator Overman stated that the 
Secretary of War apparently resented his request that 
this ofticer be promoted, adding: “Vrobably the depart- 
ment has disciplined the officer and not advanced him m 
rank because of the fact that my colleague and I went 
to the War Department and asked for his promotion. 
. Although he fought that great fight he has not 
been recognized at all.” To the representative of the 
AgMY AND Navy JourRNAL, Senator Overman, when 
asked the name of the officer, said he was Col. Samson 
L. Faison, Inf., U.S.A. Colonel Faison commanded ‘the 
GOth Infantry Brigade of the 30th Division in the oper- 
ations against the Elindenburg Line. ~ He was awarded 
the Distinguished Service Medal. He was graduated 
from the U.S. Military Acade ‘my in 1S8S8 and reached 
the grade of colonel on Oct: 1915; appointed brigadier 
general, National Army, Aug. 30, 1917, and discharged 
from the temporary rank on July 15, 1919. He was 
graduated from the Army War Coliege in 1911. His 
name dves not appear on the initial General Staff ecligi- 
ble list. . He is at present in command of the 43d ln- 
fantry, at Camp Lee, Va. /

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GOVERNORS ISLAND. 


Governors Island, N.Y., Jan. 19, 1921. 

The Governors Island Club has received as a gift from 
Col. Russell C. Langdon, Corps Area Adjutant, some engrav- 
ings of. intrinsic value and historical interest, and they have 
been hung upon the walls of the reading room. The group 
consists of three engravings ef the Napoleonic era, the first 
being The Battle of Waterloo, painted by Atkinson; engraved 
by Burnet. This depicts the Duke of Wellington in the center 


of the scene, with Napoleon in full retreat. Framed with it 
are two bits of silk from captured French standards, believed 
to be of the 45th and 105th Regiments. Another picture is 
the well-known Black Brunswickers, painted by J. E. Millais; 
engraved by Atkinson; and the third is the spirited picture 
of Napoleon at Waterlee, Jume, 1815, painted by Steuben; 
engraved by Jazet. These were the preperty of Colonel Lang- 
don's father, tne late Brig. Gen. Leomis L. Langdon, who 
served for forty years in the Artillery. General Langdon’s 
connection with Governors Island was in his tour of duty 
here while General F'incock was in command, as a member 
of the famous Warret court of inquiry. 

Another addition of historical interest is the directory of 
battle flags, paintings and memorials in the post chapel. This 
is in chart form and visitors to the chapel will find it easy 
by its use to distinguish the various flags, of which there are 
seventy, that hang from the walls; seventeen are actual battle 
flags with known record of battle, and eighteen are flags of 
the American Forces in France.

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FORT HUACHUCA. 
Fort Huachuca, Ariz., Jan. 12, 1921. 

Realizing that many distinguished officers have served with 
the 10th Cavalry and ether organizations at Fort Huachuca, 
Major E. L. N. Glass, editor-in-chief of the Buffalo Bulletin, 
wrote to several of those officers asking them for brief remi- 
niscent articles for publication in the Bulletin. Among those 
who have so far responded is Major Gen. Leonard Wood, whe 
wrote to Col. E. B. Winans, commanding the regiment, of his 
tour of duty at this post, where he first reported on July 4, 
1885. ‘‘Gen. George B. Crook was then in command of the 
department,’” wrote General Wood. ‘‘Brev. Brig. Gen. George 
A. Porsythe commanded the pest then, being succeeded by 
Col. W. B. Reyal, with Capts. Wirt Davis, A. E. Wood, H. 
W. Lawton and C. A. P. Hatfield in command of troops, 4th 
Cavalry. The 10th and 4th Cavalry co-operated actively in 
the eampaign against the Apaches under Geronimo, the 4th 
Cavalry troe being in command of Capts. Bill Davis, Carter 
Johnson, Lebo, Ward, Grierson and others,’’ the General 
adds. ‘‘The transportation was pack. The mounts in those 
days were better than any we have had since, and there was 
a knowledge of how to handle herses on the march which is 
lacking in our Cavalry service, as a whole, to-day. Most of 
the officers then had seen service in the Civil War. They 
knew how to get mounted commands over great stretches of 
country, and to bring in their animals in good condition. The 
service at Huachuca and in the field im the old days was a 
ood school for officers and men. It was a healthy, vigorous 
ife. I feel sure that the 10th Cavalry has in it to-day men 
who were in it im the '80’s.’" 

Commenting on General Wood's letter the Bulletin says: 
‘‘It was in those old days that the Army women gained their 
fame and glory, accompanying their men to dreary little one- 
troop or one-company posts, er, if the Apaches were out, 
waiting patiently at home fer one, two or more years while 
friend husbend was scouting. Little Army boys grew up in 
their father’s absence, and had to be imtreduced when papa 
came home. Those were the days that welded our little Army 
into a rugged, efficient force, and though the original brand 
of frontier soldier is dying out, their example and their in- 
heritanee are ‘carrying on,’ as they have pointed the way.’’ 
Other officers who served there with the 10th, and who wrote 
to Maior Glass, were Brig. Gen. A. P. Blocksom and Cols. 
J. C. Gresham and ©. D. MeMurde.

GENERAL BULLARD, U.S.A., REVIEWS 13TH N.Y. 


Major Gen. Robert L. Bullard, U.S.A., commanding the 2d 
Corps Area, who during the World War held the emergency 
rank of lieutenant general, and won renown as commander 
of the 2d American Army at the battle of the Marne and in 
other actions, reviewed the 13th Coast Defense Command, 
N.Y.N.G., Col. Sydney Grant, in its armory in Brooklyn, N.Y., 
on the night of Jan. 18, and paid the organization an ex- 
tremely high cempliment. General Bullard, who was intensely 
interested from start to finish, watched every movement in 
the various exhibitions and manifested the greatest enthu- 
siasm. He was so impressed with the splendid exhibitions 
that following his inspection of the command at the standing 
review, and just previous to the passage, he made a brief 
address to the regiment, during which he said: ‘‘I may be 
departing from the strict rules laid down for the ceremony 
of review in addressing you at this time, but I feel fully 
justified in doing so. You don't realize the good work you 
are doing. You responded «uickly, and executed accurately 
every command given. That is discipline, and when you have 
ot that, you have got everything. You demonstrated this 
act to-night, and [ congratulate you heartily upon it.’’ These 
words, coming from such a distinguished and experienced 
officer as Genera! Bullard, were undoubtedly inspiring to 
every officer and man in the regiment. Other officers of the 
Kegular Army of extensive experience who were present were 
alsvu most highly impressed at the display of the command, 
and at its wonderful progress ia reorganization.
